The 18 gamblers appeared be- 
fore Judge Kinney with their at- 
torneys at noon today, and en- 
tered their pleas. The fines were 
recommended by State’s Attorney 
Austin Lewis, who informed the 
court that the 200 Club is closed. 
Lewis added that “gambling will 
continue to be suppressed there.” 

In accepting the State’s Attor- 
ney’s recommendations, Judge 
Kinney observed he did so be- 
cause of the promise there would 
be no further gambling operations 
at the club. “If at any time these 
gentlemen are brought before me 
again, I will deal with them to 
the fullest extent of the law,” the 
court warned. 

Lewis read the statutes, which 
set forth a maximum penalty of a 
$2000 fine, a year in the county 
jail, or both, for bookmaking. He 
did not recommend the jail term, 
in view of the guilty pleas and 
the closing of the club, he said. 

In the past it has been the 
practice of Madison county prose- 
cutors to issue _ informations 
against gamblers, who paid fines 
periodically and continued opera- 
tions. The use of State Police 
in the raids on the 200 Club and 
the Hyde Park establishment, on 
orders by Gov. Adlai E, Steven- 
son, was followed by a general 
shutdown of gambling in the Illi- 
nois “gambling counties.”

This list of tasks worth 
citing in full in order to empha-

Berlin Newspaper Says,

Plane Believed to Nave Exploded 
Before Hitting the Water. 


| WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
The Navy said today the Privateer 
patrol plane shot down by Rus- 
sian fighters April 8 must have 
exploded before hitting the Bal- 
tic Sea more than 30. miles from 
Libau, Latvia. 

Lt. Comdr. M. W.; Cagle said 
Navy experts drew this conclusion 
from an examination of the in- 
flated nose wheel tire and 
hydraulic assembly. 

The 380-pound landing gear 
was found by a Swedish salmon 
fisherman on April 26, 48 miles 
southwest of Libau. Cagle said 
Baltic currents in April would 
have caused the wreckage to drift 
about one mile a day. 

The landing gear and tire 
shown to reporters, showed no 
signs of bullet marks. But Cagle 
said the hydraulic lowering and 
raising mechanism was “definitely 
jammed in a retracted position,” 
where it would have been during 
flight. He said an _ explosion 
probably caused the big plane to 
go into a sharp spin that could 
have sheared off the landing gear. 

The nose wheel is the third 
piece of wreckage found in the 
Baltic and identified with the 
missing American plane. At- 
tached to the landing gear is a 
metal plate indicating that it be- 
longed to the Privateer and show- 
ing that it was overhauled at 
Corpus Christi, Tex., about a year 
ago.

SMOKING HARMFUL 


TO JAWBONE, SAYS 
SWEDISH DENTIST 


STOCKHOLM, Mav 31 ‘AP)— 
Prof. Gustaf Herulf of the Stock- 
holm Institute of 
yesterday he found that 
smoking often causes a gradual 
breakdown of the jaw bone that 
keeps teeth in place. 

Herulf published a 
report in the scientific 
Svensk Tandlaekartidskrift. It 
covers X-ray research over a 
period of nine years on 535 men 
and women, half of whom were 
smokers and the other half non- 
smokers. The report said: 

Bone destruction, according to 
X-ray photographs, increases with 
the amount of tobacco used. The 
harmful effects on bone tissué@s 
probably are ‘greater among 
young people.” 

Herulf. who heads the 
tute's X-ray department, com- 
mented: “I am a smoker myself 
and I have no intention to quit.”

When they realize that the Govern- 
ment can give them only what it takes 
from them, less the enormous cost of 
bureaucratic regulation and waste, they 
will unite to throw the out.

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How Much Monopoly? 


Americans have split minds on the subject of 
monopoly. They like some of .the fruits of in- 
dustrial bigness—its efficiency, its capacity for 
research, its vast technical resources. Yet they 
have distrusted the power of big units, and 
sought to curb it by fostering competition. 

Some day the people are going to have to 
make up their minds on just how much 


‘monopoly and how much competition they want. 


The Government’s anti-trust suit against General 
Electric Co., filed 10 years ago and now coming 
to a head, presents the issucs clearly. 

After climbing a mountain of testimony, Fed- 
eral District Judge Philip Forman in Trenton, 
N.J., found General Electric and eight asso- 
ciated firms guilty of violating the anti-trust 


laws by virtually monopolizing the market in 


electric light bulbs. 

The question now is what remedy to apply. 
Should it be a fine, an injunction, a “go and 
sin no more” decree? The Department of 
Justice has asked the court for something more 
drastic. It wants G.E. to be ordered to dispose 
of half its lamp-making business, and to aban- 
don the controls it now exercises, through licens- 
ing, over the eight other firms. 

This seems to be a harsh remedy. If the race 
goes to the swift, why should the swiftest be 
told to go back and start over? If General! 
Electric dominates the light bulb business, still 
it did reduce the price of a 60-watt bulb from 
45 cents in 1922 to 10 cents in 1942. Should 
this kind of achievement be penalized” 


The other side of the picture, as set forth in 
Judge Forman’s opinion last year, shows G.E. 
deliberately reducing the life of flashlight bulbs 
to the life of one battery instead of three. G.E. 
said it did this to get brighter bulbs. The Gov- 
ernment said G.E. did it to sell more bulbs. 
Judge Forman said that, whatever the reason, 
G.E. had displayed its power to set the standard 
of efficiency for flashlights; and such power, he 
held, is an attribute of monopoly. 


While granting that G.E. is a mode! of indus- 
trial efficiency, Judge Forman concluded that 

it paced its industrial achievements with 

efforts to insulate itself from competition. 


It locked the door .. . to any challenge to 
its supremacy in the incandescent electric 


lamp industry. 

The Supreme Court, as Judge Forman pointed 
out, has said: 

Despite possible advantages to a stable econ- 

omy from efficient cartels with firm or 

fixed prices ... it is crystal clear that com- 
petition on prices is the rule of copgres- 
sional purpose. 

G.E.’s monopoly power, Judge Forman held, 
does not rest essentially on patents or licenses, 
but on its “dominant force in the industry.” He 
ruled that by “applying its massive dominance 
over the industry, it could seriously limit do- 
mestic competition.” In other words, what 
makes G.E. a monopoly is its size, coupled with 
the way its size is used. 

Which brings us to the crucial question: 
Where size is the essential element in a monop- 
oly, what remedy do the people have except the 
mandatory reduction of that size? 

If there is no other effective remedy, and if 
the people do not wish to apply the remedy 
asked by the Government in the G.E. case, then 
we might as well revise the philosophy of the 
anti-trust laws, which establish competition as 
“the rule of congressional purpose.” 
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Case of Gunther Jacobson 

Several of our readers have written in to ask 
how Ellen Knauff has been able to finanee her 
fight for admission as a war bride. They make 
the point that it is a costly procedure to take a 
case to the United States Supreme Court. Since 
Mrs. Knauff's case is now before the highest 
tribunal for a second time, it is doubly costly. 


The answer to a large extent is in her lawyer. 
He is Gunther Jacobson of New York. Court 
costs and legal fees soon used up Mrs. Knauff's 
meager savings from her work and that of her 
husband for the American military forces in 
Frankfurt, Germany. Mr. Jacobson might have 
dropped the case when that point was reached. 
He did not. He kept with the Knauff case as 
if it were one which was paying him well. He 
also went into his own poeket for funds for 
the various fees, copies of papers and other 
costs. Moreover, through much of this year 
he has been a sick man, several times in the 
hospital. 

Why has Gunther Jacobson so devoted him- 
self to trying to win admission for Mrs. Knauff 
an arbitrary ruling by the Attorney 
General? No one has told us, but we suspect 
there are two main reasons. One is that Mr. 
Jacobson himself was once an immigrant, and 
so now particularly prizes American citizenship. 
Second, we suspect that this background gives 
him an appreciation of the guarantees in the 
American Bill of Rights which many native-born 
lawyers do not have. 

However the case of Ellen Knauff turns out, 
whether she is or is not a “security risk,” as 
the Department of Justice charges, her Jawver 
is a credit to his adopted country and to his 
chosen profession. 
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The Crazy Game of “Chicken” 

Two teen-age youths who terrorized a Fronte- 
nac neighborhood with their reckless driving 
Sunday are unfit to drive a car. Robert Ham- 
iiton Moore was told as much by Police Judge 
Waechter wheh his city @river’s license was 
revoked for a year last August. The same is 
true of Guy Mullen, Jr., his associate in this 
piece of dangerous misbehavior. 

The Moore and Mullen boys have not killed 
anyone yet, but the indications are clear that 
they are very likely indeed to kill someone 
unless they are brought under control. It is sad 
enough to see this sort of adolescent idiocy in 
two cases, but the worse fact is that these two 
were doing what many teen-age youngsters are 
doing today. They were playing a crazy game 
called “chicken,” in which drivers approach 
each other at high speeds and the one who 
turns aside first is the loser. 

Playing this game, if game such nonsense 
can be called, should of itself be sufficient 
evidence of poor judgment to disqualify a per- 
son from driving a car. 

Young Mullen’s father has announced that he 
will take the car away from his son. Other 
parents have a first responsibility also. And 
there is a responsibility on the part of city. 
county and state which cannot be safely shirked, 
either. 7 

One good place to start, it seems, would be in 
making the suspension or revocation of either 
a city or a state driver's license the suspension 
or revocation of both. 

Only by the combined efforts of parents and 


law officers can this wave of daredevilry be 
promptly stopped. 

A consistent policy on suspension of licenses 
should be worked out as part of a general 
program by all! levels of government in Missouri 
to return sanity tothe streets, wherever they are. 
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On Believing Ex-Communists 

As Marquis Childs points out today, former 
Communists now speak with a new voice of 
authority in the land. Not only are they star 
witnesses for Senator McCarthy and his ilk, but 
they are consulted as experts by the Pentagon 
and in other divisions of the Government. 

This may not be quite as strange as it seems, 
but strange it is nonetheless. Undoubtedly, a 
man who has emerged from the maze of Com- 
munist intrigue may be a most excellent guide 
to that maze. And there can be little doubt 
about the sincerity of the revulsion of such 
men as Granville Hicks, Louis Fischer, Arthur 
Koestler and Ignacio Silone. Even while mem- 
bers of the party, they were recognized as men 
of high motive. Can as much be said of ail the 
convert-informers who show up in Washington” 

The abnormal psychology which took some of 
these men and women into the Communist fold 
and out again is discussed by Mr. Childs. 
Frankly, it ‘is not reassuring. Then, there is 
the more sinister possibility, recently suggested 
by the Washington Star, that Moscow may well 
have ordered some American Communists to 
“recant” for the very purpose of deceiving and 
dividing the American people and their Govern- 
ment. Louis Budenz would not be surprised, we 
are sure, by such authorized “deviationism.” 
And the Red brethren certainly are skilled old 
hands at doing intellectual flip-flops. 

We do not for a moment question Mr. 
Budenz’s own abjuration of Communism. Still, 
reformation does not wipe out the whole record. 
In a controversy, there is no reason for accept- 
ing Mr. Budenz’s word with unquestioning 
credence. That is why we said on April 23, in 
connection with Senator McCarthy's blast 
against General Marshall; that “the Budenz type 
of hearsay does not come close to being con- 
vincing evidence—especially not when it is 
offset by statements such as those of Brig. Gen. 
Elliott R. Thorpe and Brig. Gen. Conrad E. 
Snow. Unlike Budenz, these men need not be 
ashamed of their past records.” 

This is not to say that Budenz and other ex- 
Communists should not be heard. By all means, 
Jet them tell what they can. But let us not, 
for their benefit, waive the rules of evidence 
and the standards of good judgment. 
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Children for Tomorrow 

A community conference on children and 
youth which will be held here Thursday should 
command the heart as well as the mind of 
every citizen of St. Louis and St. Louis county. 
This meeting, one of a series to be held 
throughout the nation in preparation for a 
Midcentury White House Conference on Chil- 
dren and Youth in December, comes at a spe- 
cially troubled time for young people. 

A second world war has left many children 
homeless, has engraved upon the memories of 
many others a heritage of fear and violence. 
Over all children, as over all humanity, the 
Damoclean weapon of the atomic bomb impends. 
If the spirit of man is in the shadow every- 
where, certainly it is harder for the children 
than for anyone else, and deserving of the 
utmost in planning to alleviate their plight. 

Many groups will take up this subject in the 
St. Louis conference. Professional groups, the 
churches, the schools, organized labor, civic 
clubs and others will pool their thoughts and 
their efforts. They will discuss mental health, 
and what the family must do for the child, 
and the leisure time world of children. 

As the conferees gather, they should feel 
sure of the warm interest this entire community 
has in what they are doing. There was never 
a tomorrow that called out to be prepared for 
more carefully or more skillfully or more de- 
votedly than the one which parents must pre- 
pare their children for now. 
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For a Vital Post 

Gen. Walter Bedell Smith fs being prominent- 
ly discussed for the directorship of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, so our Washington bureau 
reports. This is conditioned on the possibility 
that R. Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter will be 
returned to sea duty after three years as head 
of the CIA. It is also conditioned on the chance 
that Gen. Smith, who has been in ill health, will 
recover sufficiently to assume this trying as- 
signment. 

Gen. Smith has exceptional qualifications to 
direct the agency which must gather and eval- 
uate information regarding national security at 
home and abroad. He was with Gen. Eisenhower 
in North Africa. When SHAEF was established 
in England, prior to the Normandy invasion, Gen. 
Smith became Chief of Staff of the combined 
American and British headquarters. He held 
this key post throughout the rest of the war in 
Furope and soon thereafter went to Russia as 
Ambassador. Certainly he is one of the best 
informed of Americans on Russia from the in- 
side. And for more than a vear he has com- 
manded the important First Army headquarters 
in New York. 

If Adm. Hillenkoetiter wants to go back to 
sea, he has earned a fleet assignment. And 
if Gen. Smith succeeds him, the country should 
have one of the best possible choices in this 
Vital post. ° 
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Holiday Weapon 

Again the nation counts its dead. According 
to the National Safety Council, accidents over 
the four-day weekend killed more than 500. 

Part of the toll was the inevitable result of 
a great many people engaging in a great many 
holiday activities. The drowning record is bound 
to go up, for example, when fair skies and warm 
weather attract thousands of persons to the 
beaches, lakes and pools. 

But what of the 315 persons who died in traf- 
fic accidents? No doubt auto crashes also re- 
flect the volume of traffic. 

It is the fatality record that stands as a mon- 
ument to our recklessness and indifference. If 
cars must crash, still there is no real excuse for 
the collisions killing so many people. In the 
great majority of cases, motorists die because 
somebody drove. too fast. took a chance in pass- 
ing, made the wrong turn, or violated some 
other rule of fair play and common sense. 

The worst of it is that as drivers we seem to 
be getting no better. In spite of constant preach- 
ments and unremitting safety campaigns, each 
holiday hangs up a new record for traffic kill- 
ings. Too few Americans appear to realize that 
the mechanical horsepower which gives them 
pleasure is also a deadly weapon.

The affair has been pbuilding up to a 

strong protest from me as the shameful 
action of our Govern- 
ment on the Knauff 
case has become more 
and more apparent. 
This article about 
Senator McCarran’s 
attitude is “the 
straw that broke the 
camel's back,” so to 
speak. 

I cannot .tell you 
how admirable your 
persistence in this 
case has been and 
how much appreci- 
ated. We should all 
thank God that there 
is still hope for our : 
American principles so long as there 1S a 
newspaper that is not afraid to declare 
them and does so consistently. 

This is what I wrote to Senator McCar- 
ran: 

For some time now, I have fairly seethed 
over the apparent unfair treatment of Mrs. 
Ellen Knauff, war bride, who has been 
jostled here and there and kept as a vir- 
tual prisoner when an attempt was not 
being made to deport her hurriedly from 
this country, all without an explanation to 
the public. 

This woman may very well be a se- 
curity risk—I am not in a position to 
know—but it becomes a very disagreeable 
thing to us, and approaches a stinky mess, 
when no adequate explanation is given her 
or the public, when no reason was given 
the House at its hearing ‘and here let me 
remind you that the House more closely 
represents the majority of the American 
people than the Senate}, and finally when 
an attempt to hurry her out of this coun- 
trv is made to thwart justice

Does it not seem obdurate on your part 
after the House, without a dissenting vote, 
passed a bill to admit Mrs. Knauff, to keep 
it in your committee—because you don't 
know “what all the hullabaloo is about?” It 
seems treasonable to the very undergirded 
principles of this country to me, and if our 
laws are now written so that this kind of 
thing can occur, they most assuredly 
should be promptly changed. 

There has been nothing just in the Im- 
migration Department action. On the con- 
trary, one really thinks they are trying to 
hide or cover up a mistake they are afraid 
the American people might hear about. 

I am sending my Senator Donnell a copy 
of this letter and certainly trust that he 
will not be a silent partner with you in 
this crime of not knowing what the case is 
about or acting on this important legisla- 
tion. He, as well as you, will find this 
very difficult to explain to the voting pub- 
lic when the time rolls around, for I’m not 
the only one who plans to be voca: on such 
miscarriages of justice. . 

I do hope you now learn what the hulla- 
baloo is about, and will act accordingly to 
bring this bill to the prompt attention of 
the Senate for passage.

Dr. Paul B. Sears. the outspoken edu- 
eator who moves this year from Oberlin 
College to the head of the conservation 
department at Yale, has lashed out at the 
college professors who urge young stu- 
dents to bury themselves in academic 
learning in order to acquire a Ph.D. Dr. 
Sears refers to this particular breed of 
professor as “jackasses.” 

The issue with Dr. Sears is ret the old 
one of vocational training versus a liberal 
arts education. What concerns him is the 
way some professors will get hold of a 
student who has shown some capacity for 
learning and influence him to devote an- 
other three or four years, after the regular 
four-year college stint, to the acquisition 
of a degree of doctor of philosophy in 
some esoteric subject. 

As an indication of what he may have 
in mind, let us take a few of the subjects 
on which candidates for Ph.Ds wrote 
their theses recently at a celebrated uni- 
versity. The list includes: 

Lexical Stability in English With 
Particular Reference to the Loss of 
Old English Weak. Verbs. 

The Influence of Evestalk Removal! 
on the Metabolism of the Fiddler 
Crab. 

The Bonin Islands. 1543-1875 

The Transitional Passage in Sonata 
Form Movements of the Viennese 
Classical Period. 

Confederate Broadside Verse. 

A study of the Glasgow Glosses. 


It is Dr. Sears’s premise that many a 


student who has spent years becoming an 
authority on subjects such as these might 
have next to nothing to offer his own com- 
munity in return for a livelihood. As a 
conservationist, Dr. Sears deplores the 
waste of energy and talent that the study 
entails. Yet he has omitted reference to 
the one field that: makes a job require- 
ment of abstruse scholarship — college 
teaching. 

While knowing all there is to know 
about the rudimentary hind toe of the 
kittiwake may be of little value in the 
outside world, it is apt to be a greater 
agset in obtaining a job as a college 
teacher than the ability to teach. Our 
colleges and universities have carefully 
built up the illusion that one cannot teach 
English properly without first becoming 
an authority on something akin to Glas- 
gow glosses. Perhaps it is only natural, 
then. that some professors coax promising 
students to pursue the same academic 
minutiae that spelled success for them. 

If Dr. Sears wants to break up this 
vicious circle, then he is in a good posi- 
tion to use his influence toward that end. 
But the change is apt to require a more 
fundamental approach than merely label- 
ing a few professors as ‘jackasses.’

Between Book Ends 


Transcendentalism in the U.S, 
THE TRANSCENDENTALISTS, an Anthology. Edited by 
Perry Miller. (Harvard University Press, Cambridge 

Mass., 521 pas., $6.50.) 

Transcendentalism as a philosophic con- 
ception was a form of idealism, a philo- 
sophical romanticism that placed reliance 
on the intuition and the conscience, on 
something in man’s nature that tran- 
scended human experience. It came to 
America a generation or so after rising in 
Europe, and, notably in the 1830s and 
1840s, became so important to the New 
England authors as to constitute a literary 
movement as well. The serene Emerson-— 
that ‘abandoned lotus-eater”——who had ex- 
tracted its elements from Carlyle, Cole 
ridge, Goethe. and others, was its arch- 
advocate, ably seconded by  aridulous 
‘Thoreau. Their voices (in Emérson’'s “Na- 
ture.’ 1836, and Thoreau’s “Walden.” 
1854) uttered most effective literary ex- 
pression of transcendentalist views. 


Their works are readily accessible. Not 
so, however, those of the equally articulate 
but less-known group with whom they met 
to “talk the sun and moon away”: Amos 
Bronson Alcott, Margaret Fuller, George 
Ripley, F. H. Hedge, Orestes Brownson, 
Theodore Parker, Jones Very, William 
Ellery Channing and others—the political, 
economic, and, most especially, the reli- 
gious radicals of their time. The entire 
group, declares Professor ‘of American 
literature at Harvard) Miller, were “writ- 
ers of extraordinary abilities and of still 
more extraordinary intensities.” 

Until the appearance of this book of rig- 
orously edited' selections ‘by our stand- 
ards, Prof. Miller observes, the transcen- 
dentalist thinkers were “terribly verbose”), 
the articles, essays, poems and addresses 
of these intense protestants have been 
largely “locked up in rare publications.” 
Henceforth they will be helpfully acces- 
sible to readers interested in the 
intellectual-literary-religious history of 
America.

IT WAS A GREAT event for Ireland when its native son. | 
at Kinnegad in County Westmeath. landed at Shannon airport, on 
the way to get his red hat in Rome. Prime Minister DeValera was 
there to greet him. and so were his old country relatives, plus nu- 
merous others. When a quaverv tenor broke out with “Come Back 
to Erin, Mavoureen,’ John J. Glennon knew for sure he was back 
on the Ould Sod. 

Eschen traveled on the press plane scparately from the one 
which carried Glennon, Spellman and Chinese prelate, Thomas Tien. 
When they met in Ireland. Frank asked the Archbishop if he had 
done any praying on the trip. “No,” said the latter. “I didn’t think 
it was necessary. | was on a sufficiently holy mission and in suffi- 
ciently holy company. | knew the Lord would take care of us.” 

Then Eschen wanted to know how he had gotten along with 
the Chinese churchman, Tien. “He's a nice fellow.” replied the

thought and said: “Why don’t you converse in Latin?” “Because.” 
explained Glennon, “I never heard Latin spoken like that before.”

THE WEATHER in Ireland was miserable. as it was through- 
out the Cardinal's whole trip, but he made a pilgrimage to Mullin- 
gar and to Kinnegad, bowing and waving his hat at the crowds that 
lined the narrow country roads and gathered in the towns to greet 
him. Perhaps the warmth of the greeting from his fellow-Irishmen 
influenced him, against the strong advice of his accompanying phy- 
sicians—Dr. Alphonse McMahon and his brother, Dr. William Glen- 
non, to revisit Ireland on his way home. 

In Rome, a great crowd was at the airport to greet the Cardi- 
nals-designate and the fatiguing round of ceremonials began. “They 
may call us ‘Your Eminences,’"” commented the St. Louis prelate, 
“but before this is over, it will be ‘Your Remnants.’ ’ Compared 
with the Archbishop of Rouen, whose physical weakness was 
marked, Archbishop Glennon got through the rituals at St. Peter’s 
quite well. But, in the foul weather, he and many others contracted 
“Roman throat” or laryngitis, and he could not shake it off.

IN ESCHEN’S mind’s eye, however, is a picture of the tall 
and stately St. Louisan, every inch a man and a leader. as he 
moved across the glittering papal backer round, Contrasted with the

SPELLMAN is the brisk and efficient type. Once, at the Grand 
Hotel, where the two prelates were staying, the press gathered at 
dinner-time to find out the program for the following day. Spellman 
tapped a ghass and, for 15 or 20 minutes, outlined the day’s pro- 
cedure in staccato fashion. Then he bowed to Glennon to -k if he 
had anything to add. The St. Louisan pulled himself up to nis full 
height and said, with a twinkle in his eye: “We, the people of the 
lowlier stations in life, bow to the decision of the Supreme Court.” 

Speaking of Spellman. a reporter told Cardinal Glennon what 
he considered to be an astonishing piece of news, namely, that the 
Pope had bestowed upon the New Yorker the very same red hat 
which he, the Pope. had been given when he was made a Cardinal. 
To which Glennon replied: “How extremely economical of the Holy 


Father.”

AFTER THE ceremonies were over, Cardinal Glennon returned 
to his suite in Rome's Grand Hotel to do a broadcast for KSD 
under Eschen’s direction. His living room was full of jabbering 
Italian technicians with masses of wires and other equipment. One 
little fellow, testing for sound, kept saying: “Pronto. Pronto. Pron- 
to.” (This means “ready.”) When the Cardinal's party gathered, he 
informed them gravely: “Gentlemen, we are in the midst of an 
international incident. It seems a fellow pamed Pronto is lost.” 

This reminded Frank of another Glennon yarn, which happened 
on a previous trip to Italy. Some churchmen were seeing him off 
at a railroad station. In another group was an Italian priest sur- 
rounded by a large group of nuns who, as women will, filled the 
air with an excited babble of conversation. One of Glennon’s party 
remarked how relatively unpopular he was. “Yes,” said Glennon, 
“put, you see, I don't belong to a sorority.” 

* + * 

THE CAKDINAL’S laryngitis became a greater and greater 
worry to his entourage, and every argument was used to dissuade 
him from attending a state dinner at Dublin on the way home. One 
member thought he had a clincher. “Your Eminence,” he said. ‘‘the 
only way you could get there would be on an English plane.” But 
the Cardinal was obdurate. “I'll go evén on an English plane if it: 
gets me to Ireland.” 

After tte state dinner, John Cardinal Glennon was put to bed 
and never got up. But his gaiety did not desert him. Shortly before 
he died, he came out of a coma and two atténding nuns rushed to 
his bedside. “What can we do for Your Eminence?” they asked. 
“Do you smoke?” he retorted. The holy women were properly 
shocked, protesting they did not. “O, what a pity.” said the Cardi- 
nal, “Il thought you might have a cigar in your pocket.”

SAN DIEGO. Calif.. May 31 
(AP)—Comér. Earl Winfield Spen- 
cer, U.S.N. retired, the first of 
whose four wives was Wallis War- 
field, now Duchess of Windsor, 
died here Monday. He was 61 
vears old. He was World I com- 
mander of the San Diego Naval 
Air Station and one of the Navy’s 
pioneer aviators. 

Six years after his graduation 
from the United States Naval 
Academy, he married Wallis War- 
field of Baltimore. During their 
four-year marriage, they attended 
a ball in honor of the Prince of 
Wales in San Diege—the nine, 
chance meeting of a couple whose 
romance later was to shake the 
British Empire. 

The Spencers were divorced in 
1927, Mrs. Spencer charging de- 
sertion.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. May 31 
‘UP)—Illinois legislators received 
word from Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
today to “stand by” for a possible 
emergency session to consider 
State rent controls. 

The Governor notified each of 
the 200 state senators and repre- 
sentatives by mail that ne may 
call a special session in about two 
weeks, if it looks as if federal 
rent controls are going to die 

The legislature meets every two 
vears, and its next regular session 
opens next January. However, the 
state constitution gives the Gov- 
ernor power to call a special ses- 
sion “on extraordinary occasions.” 

That the Governor would con- 
sider a lapse in rent controls an 
“extraordinary occasion” has been 
known for some time. 

If Congress does not 
that it will pass an 
measure by June 15, 
will issue the special session 
“promptly thereafter.”

can happen to you in Canas- 
ta? It ign’t merely having the 
opponents make a big score; you 
become resigned to that as you 
go along. Far worse is the nerv- 
ous strain of having to choose 
among several unsafe discards. 
And even worse is having all four 
red threes when you need 120, 
haven't melded, and have a bad 
hand. 
Suppose you held this hand, as 
a player did recently.

Both sides need 120. Somehow 
the red threes got bunched near 
the top of the stack and your op- 
ponents have drawn all four of 
them. Neither opponent has 
melded. 

Ordinarily you wouldn't go 
down for 120 with the hand 
shown. It takes ten cards, and 
after discarding you will-have only 
one card left. You would prefer- 
ably wait and draw for another 
ace or another wild card, which 
would permit you to go down with 
six cards at most. 

But when your opponents have 
all four red threes, and it seems

So with the hand shown you 
meld at once — joker and nines, 
three sevens, three fives, and the 
deuce on one of the latter melds. 
If you're lucky, you'll put the 
deuce on the fives; that's what 
the hclder of the hand did. and 
his partner proved to have a pair 
of fives and a ‘deuce, with which 
he completed a canasta at his very 
next turn. Two rounds later, you 
draw a card that matches one of 
your melds, and go out. Your 
score is up to 4000; your oppo- 
nents are down to 2400; and you 
have the game virtually won.

At quite a few tables South 
landed at four spades doubled on 
some such bidding as this: 

West North East South 
Pass 1 ‘a ie | 
Pass lade 29 3¢@ 
¥ 34 49 44 
Double Pass Pass Pass 

Every West led the heart deuce 
to his partner’s bid. The ace 
won, and the various declarers 
then launched various lines of 
play. Unfortunately, however, in 
no case was the doubled contract 
fulfilled. 

At one table, when South en- 
tered his own hand with a dia- 
mond at the second trick and led 
the spade jack through West, the 
latter covered, forcing dummy’s 
ace. Then, when West got in 
with the spade king, he led a heart 
which East won, and a diamond 
return produced a ruff. <A club 
shift put East in again, and a 
second diamond ruff gave the de- 
fenders a two-trick penalty. 

Other declarers did better by 
going down only one, but it is 
strange that none pf them hit 
upon the winning plan! That was 
simply to lead the club king at 
the second trick! East’s best de- 
fense, after taking the trick, would 
be to-cash a heart and lead still 
another heart. Declarer should 
ruff this in his own hand, and 
then lead the spade jack through 
West. West could not make more 
than one trump trick, whether or 
not he covered immediately, and 
South would end up by losing 
only one heart, one club and one 
spade. 

If, after declarer’s play of the 
club king at the second trick, 
East returned a diamond instead 
of a heart, declarer would get rid 
of his losing heart and still be 
on safe ground.

HERE are any number of 

social and economic theo- 

ries under discussion to- 
day, but all plans for changing 
.the world boil down to two: 
we may reform institutions, or 
we may reform man. 

Most of the blue-print-for- 
perfection writers begin with 
the assumption that all the ills 
of humanity can be charged 
against an institution, a thing: 
change that, they tell us, and 
all will be well. Some of their 
programs blame private prop- 
erty for our troubles, and 
would “reform” it into col- 
lective ownership. Others blame 
our parliamentary systems, and 
offer to “reform” them into 
dictatorships 

But in every instance the 
revolution is to be waged 
against something outside of 
man; the blame is placed, and 
- the. solution sought, in proper- 
ty, or government, or finance. 
Present-day reformers never 
blame man himself for the 
world’s debacle, nor try to re- 
form the individual. 

* 


THIS EMPHASIS on institu- 
tions as the cure-alls of the 
world has become so great that 
many reformers draw up a plan 
for peace and prosperity . 
and then demand that man him- 
self shall change his nature to 
fit their plan. Human person- 
ality has become insignificant 
to them; the State is no longer 
seen as existing for man, but 
man is told he gains his mean- 
ing only in the service he can 
give the State. Man, under such 
a system, is dehumanized, de- 
personalized, poured into a 
dictatorial pattern, so that he 
will be molded into a mere 
servant of a nation, a race or 
a class. 

This stubborn worship of a 


_ theory has had most appalling 


consequences in our day. To the 
theorist, it does not seem to 
matter that whole nations are 
deprived of liberty, that mil- 
lions starve, that thousands 
are purged . . so long as the 
theory is maintained in power. 
Instead of making the hat of 
governmental policy fit the 
head of man, the modern 
tendency is to cut off the head 
if it does not fit the hat . 
te demand that institutions, po- 
litical schemes and_ social 
theories must prevail, no mat- 
ter if their cost proves to be the 
destruction of man himself. 
*x* * * 

BUT THERE IS a second 
method of reforming the world. 
This method is based on the 
belief that reform must begin 
with man. It holds that his 
nature must, indeed, adapt it- 
self . . but to a larger plan 
than any temporal theory, than 
any government or institution 


or blue-print for world order. 
This second method agrees that 
there must be a revolution .. . 
but not a revolution against 
something outside of man. It 
urges a revolt against the evil 
within man; his pride, his 
egotism, his selfishness, his 
envy and his avarice. 

The second kind of revolu- 
tionary reform does not place 
the blame for our troubles on 
institutions, but on humanity 

. not on how man handles 
his property, but on how man 
handles himself. This is a less 
popular method of reform than 
the first: we all prefer to blame 
something other than ourselves 
for our difficulties. The child 
kicks the door on which he 
bumped his head: the golfer 
breaks his club because he did 
not make the hole. Yet it was 
the golfer’s fault he missed . . 
not that of the club, nor of 
the God Whom he may curse, 
*in his irritation. The world is 
like the golfer: man forever 
throws the blame for his trou- 
hles away from the one place 
where it belongs—himself. 
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PROJECTING THE BLAME 
for our difficulties brings no 
solution, and it never will. For 
the trouble with the world 
lies in man. There is no point 
in transferring the title to 
property from a few capitalists 
to a’ few commissars, if you 
leave both groups greedy and 
dishonest. There is no point 
in tinkering with the rules of 
parliamentary institutions, 
when the trouble lies, not in 
the rules, but in the selfish- 
ness of the men who administer 
them. If we would remake the 
world, we must begin by re- 
making the individual man; 
then the institutions will be 
good enough, for they will re- 
semble the good men who made 
them. 

And that is why institutions 
and plans must be supple and 
elastic enough to fit the free, 
aspiring spirit of the men who 
grow and enlarge their vision 
as they reach toward God. No 
lesser goal than God Himself 
is great enough to demand of 
any man that he transform his 
nature ... no human institu- 
tion has the right to cramp his 
powers. Man is the highest 
creature on earth: he matters 
more than every theory, every 
government, every plan, for the 
world and all that it contains 
are not worth one immortal 
soul. Let institutions crumble, 
blueprints go up in smoke, and 
governments decay. These are 
mere trivia, compared to the 
vast question asked of all of 
us: “How is a man the better 
for it, if he gains the whole 
world at the cost of losing his 
own soul?”
